SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the Members of the Northumberland School 
Board: 
Gentlemen: ) 
I hereby submit for your consideration, my fifth 
annual report of the Northumberland schools. 


CENSUS 

The school census taken September 1938, showed 
545 people in town between the ages of five and six- 
teen. Of this number, 18 between 5-8, and one be- 
tween 14-16 were not in school. In the schools on 
September 30th, 632 pupils were registered and 92 
of these were over sixteen. The whole number of 
resident children accounted for in school between 
5-16 was 540. This is an increase of 30 over last year. 


TEACHERS 
_H. Stuart Kingsbury resigned during the summer 
vacation to accept a position at West Lebanon High 
School. Richard D. Wagner was secured to take the 
teacher-coach position made vacant by the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Kingsbury. Justine Bosquet was secured 
as Home Economics teacher in place of Rachel Hale. 
Florence H. Collins was engaged as an extra teacher 
in the Junior High School. Closing the school at num- 
ber six, and transporting the pupils to Groveton, left 
Mrs. Sullivan without a position. 


| TRANSPORTATION 
The number of transportation routes have been 
reduced to the following: Howard Potter, 30 pupils 
with two trips; Clayton Potter, 27 pupils; Joseph 
McLaughlin, 26 pupils with two trips; Robert Tip- 
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pitt, 3 pupils; Fred Hunter, 1; Ralph Johnson, 2 and 
Gerald Courser, 4. Thirty-four high school and nine- 
ty-four elementary school pupils or a total of 128 
are transported at a cost of $115.70 per week or 
$4,165.20 per year 


TUITION 


There is one tuition pupil in the Junior High and 
twenty-five in the Senior High school. This is two 
more than a year ago. 


ATTENDANCE 


From last year’s registers was gleaned the follow- 
ing data: Unrepeated registration 619 with a per 
cent of attendance of 95.98. In 1986-1937, there 
were 82 pupils with a perfect record of attendance. 
Last year the number was increased to i19, a gain 
of 87. There were 522 tardy marks recorded; 361i 
visits made by citizens and the superintendent was 
credited with 923 visits. The attendance by grades 
was as follows: I—85;_ J]—34;.° [H=—59. 4 1y oe 
V—52; VI—51; VII—52; VIJI—50; IX—-56; X—45 
XI—-51; and XII+—38. 


REPAIRS 


Some rooms were redecorated during the summer 
Some of the rooms at the elementary school building 
had to be done over during the Christmas vacation 
due to a defective valve in the water pipe which 
permitted the flooding of the heating system and the 
overflow damaged the ceilings and walls in several 
of the rooms. 

The cement platform at the east entrance of the 
elementary building gave way and has been fixed 
temporarily with a plank floor. The entrance at the 
west side of the building should be checked and 
probably repaired as the timbers are undoubtedly 
all decayed as at the east entrance. 

The brick work around all windows, doors, etc., 
on both buildings, has been caulked to warter-proof 
them and save the buildings. The lower hall and 
stair treads in the elementary building need consid- 
erable repairing as they are badly worn. 
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FEDERAL AID 


We have made application for Federal Aid in the 
department of Home Economics again this year. We 
tried for it also in Manual Arts but could not meet 
the time element with our present set-up. 


MANUAL ARTS AND HOME ECONOMICS 


The Manual Arts department is under the direct- 
ion of Robert Omand and the Home Economics und- 
er that of Justine Bosquet. 

Last Spring there was a very good exhibit of 
things made in these departments. 

The manual arts department constructed a ski 
jump and made a fence to enclose the skating rink 
for the high school in the athletic field. They are 
now working on new benches for the shop. The de- 
partment has made many things for use in the 
schools as well as doing some repair work. 

A wood turning lathe, drill, grinder and supplies 
for the electrical course have been purchased this 
year. New sinks were installed in the Home Econom- 
ics department. 


HEALTH SUPERVISION 


Dr. W. C. Schillhammer, assisted by Florence 
Wheeler, made an examination of all children in the 
schools. Many defective teeth were found. Without 
a local dentist, it is difficult to get much dental work 
done. However, it is hoped that a way may be found 
to solve the problem in the near future. 

Miss Wheeler does much follow-up work and 
makes daily visits to the elementary schools and 
looks after many minor ailments of the children. It 
is impossible to estimate the value of Miss Wheeler’s 
work. 
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EXTRA CURRICULAR ACTIVITIES 


Basketball, baseball, football and hockey are im~ 
portant sports in our schools and are much enjoyed 
by the public. Besides these there are various clubs, 
public speaking, debating, glee clubs, orchestra, 
drum and bugle corps, conducting assembly pro- 
grams, weekly school paper, etc. There are activi- 
ties enough so that any child may find a place into 
which he will fit. 


CONCLUSION 


The work in the various departments of the 
schools, as a whole, is satisfactory. Some standards 
have been reached that are all that one could rea- 
sonably expect. However, some places are not up to 
a point’: where we should like to see them. There- 
fore, it is necessary that every reasonable effort be 
made to raise our standards of efficiency to a higher 
level. ae
